At our Dioceson Synod held last week,it was decid- 
ed to send one of our experienced lady missionaries to 
Hazelton to assist the Rev.J.Field relieving him of the 
Indian Sehool work. 

It ia now twenty five years ago since the Churoh of 
Fngland began work among the Indiane of Hazelton. The Rev. 
J.Field has been labouring there for nineteen years,teach- 
ing the Indian Day School etc.,for some years he drew the 
Indian Department's grant for the day sohool but through 
excessive conscientiousiess he has taught the Indian Day 
School for the last four or five years without asking for 
the Brant Government grant. The Church of England has erec- 
ted a fine new building for this work and theaverage atten- 
dance of scholars has been very fair. Now that we have de- 
vided to strengthen the school work at Hazelton we appeal 
to the Indian Department through you for a renewal of the 
Government grant. Ow conference also decided to send a 
qualified teacher to Yishgegas,a Church of England Mission 
sixty miles above Hazelton where we have kept on Indian Day 
School for some years past,unaided by the Government ex- 
cept the year Dr.Ardagh taught the school there. We appeal 
for a day school grant for this important station on the 
Babine river.

In reply to your letter of September 
10th I wish to advise you that, owing to Mr. 
Indian Agent Mortimer's illness and absence from 
the office he has veen unable to deal with the 
above mentioned subject. 


However, it is my intention to visit 
the Kitwancool Reserve at the first opportunity 
and @ detailed report will be forwarded to you 
in due course. 


Regarding the propesed school for 
Kisgegas, I have interviewed a delegation from 
that reserve and now await further details from 
them. This may be somewhat delayed owing to the 
very occasional visits made to Hazelton. However, 
I informed them that nothing could be done during 
the present fiscal year as, in accordance with 
your letter of February 17th last, it would be 
difficult to find the necessary funds. The 
Hazelton Indian, suggested by the Right Reverend 
Bisop Rix, is quite well educated and might be 
very suitable to teach# at Kisgegas, should the 
Department approve of his appointment. However, 
he informed me that he could not possibly keep 


his family on the 923-00 per month promised him 
from the glican Church.

G. A. Rix, D.D., Bishop of Caledonia, recommending the 
establishment of day schools on the Kitwancool and Kisgegas 
Reserves. 


4s no provision has been made in our appro- 
priation for the establishment of schools on either of these 
reserves, it would be extremely difficult to find the funds 
that would be necessary. In any case, the Department 
requires more definite information before the schools can 
be considered. 


You might make further enquiries and ascertain 
definitely the number of children of school age on each 
reserve. In this regard I may ony that the last census 
returns do not indicate as many ildren of school age on 
yee Eseaoene Reserve as are mentioned in Bishop Rix's 

etter. 


You should also let me know if there is 
building available on either of these reserves that would 
be suitable for school purposes. Do the Indians on these 
reserves reside sufficiently close to some one point to 
permit the children to attend school regularly?

My dear Doctor:- 


When I called upon you at your Office in Ottawa last 
September, I was greatly encouraged by your kindly 
reception and your assurance that you would welcome 
any communication I sent direct to you and give it 
your personal attention. I am therefore taking the 
liberty of writing about several matters, some of 
which I discussed with you. I think Mr. Mallison 

of Hazelton told me he had written about some of 
them to your Department. 


(1) The village of Kisgagas, about 65 miles north 
of Hazelton, has had no teacher there for a 
number of years. At one time your Department 
gave a grant in the neighbourhood of $500.00 
towards the stipend of a teacher for these 
very isolated people, but for some reason 
this lapsed. It isa very small community 
and very isolated and I do not think that it 
is a place where a white teacher should be 
sent. But I have a fairly well educated 
Indian in Hazelton, Mr. W, Wale, who is 
quite capable of teaching the really only 
necessary things, such as reading, writing 
and arithmetic and is ready to undertake 
this. I am inclined to think that about 
six months per year would be all that these 
families would be found at home. If the 

“Department would give a grant of $75.00 per 
month for these six months, it wou'd meet 
the situation adequately. 


I also spoke to you about the village of 
Kitwancool, a fairly important village about 
eighteen miles north of Gitwangah, 

people have never had a school, 

very much prejudiced against the Government

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over the land question and would not allow them 

to even establish a school, Recently the younger 
men have been anxious to have a school for thér 
children and on several occasions have approached 
me about the matter, Since calling upon you I 

have visited this place and discussed the question 
with them and they expressed their great anxiety 

to have a teacher. Mr. Mallison of Hazelton was to 
have visited them a couple of weeks later when they 
were going to put the case up to him. 

At this place there is also a native, Mr. Williams, 
who has a more than ordinary bright mind and is 
fairly well educated and would be willing to under- 
take the work of teacher. He could nat take up some 
of the things ordinarily taken up in schools at 
present, but he could teach the fundamentals as 
mentioned in the case of Kisgagas. As in the case 
of Kisgagas, I do not think any white teacher should 
be asked to go and live there. 

Mr. Barry, I believe, thinks that in the case of 
Kitwancool a white teacher should be sent. If 
personally know this place and cannot agree with 
the idea. 

It must be remembered that the children in both the 
above places annot speak English and only one who 
has knowledge of their language could make any 
progress with them. 

A grant similar to the one mentioned for Kisgagas 
would be sufficient for Kitwancool from October lst 
to the end of March. This would cover all the time 
the natives could be relied upon to be at home, 

I believe there would be little difficulty in getting 
some suitable place to carry on a school in either 
of the above places. 


On more than one occasion Mr, Barry has reported 
against our teacher Mr. S. Kinley of Aiyansh. On 
his last inspection he personally told Mr. Kinley 
that he would give him a good report and yet wom 
was received later from your Office that the report 
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McGill. 


was not good. 

Mr. Kinley has taken two terms at Victoria under 
Mr. Barry and puts himself wholeheartedly into the 
work of the sehool. He has had an unusually good 
average attendance of children and is highly thought 
of by the natives and is held in the highest esteem 
by myself. His influence for good in the community 
could not be excelled. As a mater of fact, he is 
outstanding among the workers among the natives. 

I would be extremely sorry if I did not get your 
assurance that he would be carried on at Aiyansh 
to continue his really excellent work. 

One thing needed very much there is a new school 
where in all probability better work could be done. 
At present the school is held in a large room in 
the mission house, 


I got a distinct surprise a few weeks ago to hear 
that Mr. Barry had recommended a change in the 
school at Metiakatin. Mr. Bryant has been the 
teacher here for I think about eight years. His 
school has always been hel: up as an example of all 
that is fine ir such schools. I have no supervision 
over him as I have over certain others of the 
teachers, but I know hin well and hold him in the 
highest respect. As a man, a Christian and a 
teacher he stends the test. I believe you visited 
this school yourself and expressed yourself as 
unusually pleased with it. And I happen to know 
that Col. Pragnall recently visited it and made 
written notes upon several things which he thought 
to be outstanding in their excellence. The Indian 
Agent here has many times expressed himself of his 
Pleasure of having such a man at Metlakatla. Mr. 
Barry objects to his age. I believe he is 59, and 
is in better health than he wae when he undertook 
the work there. But he is at an age when if he 
were thrown out he would find it difficult to get 
anything else to do, as you so well know in these 
days. Unfortunately he has an invalid wife which 
adds weriously to his problems. I am satisfied 
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if you or Mr. Hoey could inspect the excellent 

work Mr. Bryant is doing, you would not only 

consent but insist upon his remaining at Metlakatla. 
I am grateful that I have your assurnnce that I am free 
to write to you what I have on my mind. I have, however, 
told Mr, Collison, the Indian Agent here, that I was 
writing and what was the import of my letter. 


I was not sure whether I should take up your time or that 
of Mr, Hoey, but I am enclosing an extro, copy which could 
be handed over to him if you so think it vise,

S-1-348, and Mr. Hoey's reply of March 26th, I wish to advise you 
that a suitable builaing for school purposes, equiped with heater, 
has been offered at a rental of $60.00 per annum. A teacher's 
residence can be obtained at a rental of not more than $24.00 per 
year. 


The Indians of Kisgegas ask that the school be open from 
September lst to March 31st - seven months. 


AS previously mentioned, desks can be made on the reserve, 
Is it possible to obtain "roller® blackboards, as all equipment 
must be sent in by pack-horses? Books, stationery, etc.- Supplied 
from Ottawa - should be sent to this office. I shall be glad if 
you will kindly give me authority to purchase all necéssary equipment 
that can be obtained locally. 


Mr. William Wale, a well educated Hazelton Indian, is still 
available and is prepared to live at Kisgegas during the Department's 
pleasure. 


I presume the Anglican Church will contribute $25.00 per 
month to the teacher's salary - as per the letter ef the Rt. Rev. 
G. A. Rix, dated February lst, 1937 - making a total of $75.00 per 
teaching month. 


Will you kindly advise me as soon as possible in the matter 
and oblige?

Referring to your letter of September 10th regarding 
the suggestion of a day school ot Kagegee: I wish to submit the 
following particulars for your informations=- 


There are approximately twelve children of school age who have 
— me 


——fiot received any education. 


Suitable buildings can be procured for use as scnooi and 
teacher's residenge at reasonable rentals, that of the school 
pbuilding being about ~5.00 per monthe 


As this reserve is more than fifty (50) miles frou Hazelton, 
over a rough mountainous trail, I am of opinion that the 
suggestion of the Right Reverend Ge A. Rix, D. De» Bishop of 
Caledonia, to send an Indian Teacher tnere would meet the 
situation, if this has the approval of the Department. 


As the attendance at the scuool would be very small I would 
suggest that an allowance of $50.00 per month be given the 
teacher for six months - or more, if necessary - each year at 
present. 


Desks of whip-sawed lumber could be made on the reserve, it 
being almost impossible to ship in the regular school desks. 


As to whether a day school should be established or not 
in this village is entirely up to the decision of the Department. 
Consideration as to the remoteness of this reserves; tue difficulty 
of access to it and the impossibility of tne few children there 
obtaining education are points in favour of a school. On the 
other hand it would be utterly impracticable to send a White 
Teacher to this reserve.

My dear Bishop Rix: 


I have for acknowledgment Your Lordship's 
letter of November 24th, in which you submit, for my 
consideration, a number of proposals with respect to 
the administration of Indian day schools in the 
diocese of Caledonia. 


I may state that the employment of teachers 
at Indian day schools, other than those who have secured 
professional certificates, has, in recent years, been 
given a great deal of consideration by the departmental 
officials. We have a great deal of sympathy for a 
number of elderly teachers, many of whom have rendered 
faithful and conscientious service in our schools at a 
time when it was exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, 
to secure fully qualified teachers. It is scarcely neces-~- 
sary to point out, however, that there are at the present 
time hundreds of fully trained teachers, many of om 
are university graduates, who have throughout the depres-~ 
gion failed to secure employment. The Vominion Govern- 
ment, in cooperation with the Provinces, is engaged at 
the moment in the promotion of a programme designed to 
secure for the young people of the country the opportun- 
ities for useful employment to which these young people 
feel they are entitled. In view of this fact, it is 
exceedingly difficult to justify the employment of 
teachers lacking the ordinery qualifications. I am, 
personally, of the opinion that it will be impossible 
to secure from Parliament, during the days that lie 
ahead of us, money for the payment of teachers in charge 
of Indian day schools, other than those who have taken 
the regular course of training in the provincial normal 
echools. This subject has been discussed on a number 


of occasions 
Right Reverend G. A. Rix, DDe, 
Bishop ef Caledonia, 
Synod Office, 
Prince Rupert, B.C. 
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of occasions by representatives of the churches with 
our officials, and all of these representatives have 
agreed that only fully qualified teachers would be 
recommended by them in the future. This decision may 
appear somewhat hereh to certain teachers now in our 
employment, but I cannot possibly see how any other 
decision can be reached. 


It is my intention to review again 
Inspector Barry's reports covering the work of Mr. 
Kinley and Mr. Bryant, with the object of retaining 
these men at their respective schools for another year 
or two, at least. Certainly, no action will be taken 
with respect to either until we have communicated with 
you again. 


Your request for ants, sufficient to 
provide a certain amount of netruction at Soemeeee and 
Kitwancool, seeme to me to be reasonable, in view of 
the number of pupile in these districts for whose 
education no provision appears to have been made. I am 
afraid, however, that we shall experience a great deal 
of difficulty in rs | attempt we may make towards 
the employment of either Mr. Wale or Mr. Williams. 

It may be possible in certain cases to justify the 
employment of teachers who lack full academic and peofes- 
sional etanding but who have, nevertheless, rendered 
fairly satisfactory rvice over a period of years, 

but, to ask the Dep 

previously employed would, 

deal of bitter controversy and would be sc 

either to the teachers employed on the one 

the Department on the other. If, as you state, it would 
be inadvisable to send white teachers into these dis- 
tricts, would it not be possible to get one or two young 
Indians and have these young men or women trained for 
this work? I am submitting this suggestion to you for 
your consideration, and I feel confident that either

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Commissioner MacKay or Inspector Barry would be glad 
to cooperate with you in securing the services of such 
teachers. I may state that, while the money at our 
disposal this year will not enable us to e a grant 
to either Kisgagas or Kitwancool, it is my intention 
to recommend that a grant be made to both of these 
districts immediately following the opening of the 
school year 1938. 


May I embrace this opportunity to thank 
you for your letter and for having brought to my 
personal attention a number of matters relating to 
the betterment of the Indian population in your 
diocese.

My dear Doctort= 


When I called upon you at your Office in Ottawa last 
September, I was greatly encouraged by your kindly 
reception and your assurance that you would welcome 
any communication I sent direct to you and give it 
your personal attention. I am therefore taking the 
liberty of writing about several matters, some of 
which I discussed with you. I think Mr. Mallison 

of Hazelton told me he had written about some of 
them to your Departmente 


(1) The village of Kisgagas, about 65 miles north 
of Hazelton, has had no teacher there for a 
number of years. At one time your Department 
gave a grant in the neighbourhood of $500.00 
towards the stipend of a teacher for these 
very isolated people, but for some reason 
this lapsed. It is a very small community 
and very isolated and I do not think that it 
is a place where a white teacher should be 
sent. But I have a fairly well educated 
Indian in Hazelton, Mr. W. Wale, who is 
quite capable of teaching the really only 
necessary things, such as reading, writing 
and arithmetic and is ready to undertake 
this. I am inclined to think that about 
six months per year would be all that these 
families would be found at home. If the 
Department would give a grant of $75.00 per 
month for these six months, it would meet 
the situation adequately. 


I also spoke to you about the village of 
Kitwancool, a fairly important village about 
eighteen miles north of Gitwangah. These 
people have never had a school. They were 
very much prejudiced against the Government 
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over the land question and would not allow them 

to even establish a school. Recently the younger 
men have been anxious to have a school for thér 
children and on several occasions have approached 
me about the matter. Since calling upon you I 

have visited this place and discussed the question 
with them and they expressed their great anxiety 

to have a teacher. Mr. Mallison of Hazelton was to 
have visited them a couple of weeks later when they 
were going to put the case up to him. 

At this place there is also a native, Mr. Williams, 
who has a more than ordinary bright mind and is 
fairly well educated and would be willing to under- 
take the work of teacher. He could nat take up some 
of the things ordinarily taken up in schools at 
present, but he could teach the fundamentals as 
mentioned in the case of Kisgagas. As in the case 
of Kisgagas, I do not think any white teacher should 
be asked to go and live there. 

Mr. Barry, I believe, thinks that in the case of 
Kitwancool a white teacher should be sent. I 
personally know this place and cannot agree with 
the idea. 

It must be remembered that the children in both the 
above places annot speak English and only one who 
has knowledge of their language could make any 
progress with them. 

A grant similar to the one mentioned for Kisgagas 
would be sufficient for Kitwancool from October lst 
to the end of March. This would cover all the time 
the natives could be relied upon to be at home. 

I believe there would be little difficulty in getting 


some suitable place to carry on a school in either 
of the above places. 


On more than one occasion Mr. Barry has reported 

against our teacher Mr. S. Kinley of Aiyansh. On 
his last inspection he personally told Mr, Kinley 
that he would give him a good report and yet word 


Was received later from your Office that the report 
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was not good. 

Mr, Kinley has taken two terms at Victoria under 
Mr. Barry and puts himself wholeheartedly into the 
work of the school. He has had an unusually good 
average attendance of children and is highly thought 
of by the natives and is held in the highest esteem 
by myself. His influence for good in the community 
could not be excelled. As a mater of fact, he is 
outstanding among the workers among the natives. 

I would be extremely sorry if I did not get your 
assurance that he would be carried on at Aiyansh 

to continue his really excellent work. 

One thing needed very much there is a new school 
where in all probability better work could be done. 
At present the school is held in a large room in 
the mission house, 


I got a distinct surprise a few weeks ago to hear 
that Mr. Barry had recommended a change in the 
school at Metlakatla. Mr, Bryant has been the 
teacher here for I think about eight years. His 
school has always been held up as an example of all 
that is fine in such schools. I have no supervision 
over him as I have over certain others of the 
teachers, but I know him well and hold him in the 
highest respect. As a man, a Christian and a 
teacher he stands the test. I believe you visited 
this school yourself and expressed yourself as 
unusually pleased with it. And I happen to know 
that Col. Pragnall recently visited it and made 
written notes upon several things which he thought 
to be outs&anding in their excellence. The Indian 
Agent here has many times expressed himself of his 
pleasure of having such a man at Metlakatla. Mr. 
Barry objects to his age. I believe he is 59, and 
is in better health than he was when he undertook 
the work there. But he is at an age when if he 
were thrown out he would find it difficult to get 
anything else to do, as you so well know in these 
days. Unfortunately he has an invalid wife which 
adds weriously to his problems. I am satisfied 
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if you or Mr, Hoey could inspect the excellent 
work Mr. Bryant is doing, you would not only 
consent but insist upon his remaining at Metilakatla. 


I am grateful that I have your assurance that I am free 
to write to you what I have on my mind, I have, however, 
told Mr, Collison, the Indian Agent here, that I was 
writing and what was the import of my letter. 


I was not sure whether I should take up your time or that 
of Mr, Hoey, but I am enclosing an extra copy which could 
be handed over to him if you so think it wise,

I have the honor to forwnrd herewith a letter dated 
the 14th instant, received from Chief James of pemberton band, 
in refard to the building of a school house for the children 
of the band. 

Mr. T. Graham, the manager of the Dominion Government 
Salmon Hatchery at pemberton, has installed a small saw-mill 
Plant at the Fatchery, and the Indians have arranged with him 
to have the lumber for the school building sawei there, they 
furnishing the logs and peying for the sawing in labor; and 
they want to know if the Department will supply nails, shingles, 

windows 
doors,,etc., as well as pay the salary of a teacher when the 


yuilding is completed. They will do all the necessary carpen- 


ter work, etc., in connection with the erection of the building. 


The Chief states in his letter that he does not Know 
what quantity of material will be reouired. From this it is 
evident that they have not yet decided what size building they 
will put up. 

If the Department decides to give favorable considera- 
tion to the request made by the Indians, perhaps it would also 
furnish a suitable plan, and then the quantity of material 
required could he figured up, and an estimate of the cost of 
same prepared. 

There are between 40 and 50 children of school age in 
the band, and the building would have to be sufficiently large

Referring to your etter of the 7th ultimo, No. 380000, 
regarding the application made wy the pemberton pand of Indians 
for assistance to enable them to erect a school puilding on 
their reserve, I have the honor to enclose herewith a ground 
floor rough sketon of the proposed puilding a copy of which I 
also sent to the Indians of the band, and they informed me that 
they are willing to put up such a puilding, provided the Depart- 
ment will grant them the assistance asked, and also provided 
the sketch meets with the approval of the Department. 

A school room of the size indicated on the plan, should 
give aufficient floor and air space for 40 pupils, and it is 
not likely that there will be more than that number at any one 
time attending school.

It is difficult to estimate the freight charges, as 
it will depend altogether as to how the material can be shipped. 
the Steamer Beaver usually makes one trip from her to port 
Douglas in the month of May each year, carrying supplies for 
the store at Douglas and for the Hatchery at pemberton; and 
4f this material can be shipped in this way, it snould not 
cost more than about $20.00, and the Indians would be able to 
take it from Douglas themselves, the distance from there to 
pemberton being about 60 miles. 

The Indians, however, ask that the shingles, nails and 
tar paper be purchased at Lillooet, as they evidently wish to 
commence the building before the month of May, and would not 
be able to get these articles in by Douglas pefore the latter 
part of May of first of June. 

prices are very much higher at Lillooet, and are as

These Indians are very anxious to have their school 
opened as soon as possible, and I feel sure that they will 
put up a good, substantial building.

I in company with the Chief of the pemberton Meadows band, visited 
the school site and I found that a great deal of the timber neces- 
sary in the construction of a school building, was then on the ground. 
I informed the Chief that the Department was desirous of having the 
work done as soon as possible, in order that their children should 
receive an education. The Chief informed me that he would urge upon 
hie people, the necessity of the work being done without delay. I 
have not heard any thing in regard to this matter since. 

I am writing to Chief James Stager, of the above named band 
for information on this subject, and on receipt of a reply I will a& 
vise the Department. 

It is almost impossible to reach this reserve during the 
winter season owing to the difficulties caused by the snow. In the 
summer time it takes about two weeks to make the round trip, so the 
Department can see that I can do very little else, other than to 
write for the information required.

Replying to your letter of lst October, 1915, in 
which you requested me to give further information with ree 
spect to the establishment of schools for the Indians at 
Pemberton Meadows as well as those of the Douglas tribe along 
the Lillocet River, the latter extending from Harrison to 
Lillooet Lakes, a distance of 29 miles, I beg to say that a 
boarding or industrial school established in the vicinity of 
Pemberton Meadows would serve a very useful purpose, as, at 
present, the Indians of these tribes are without any education 
facilities. 

There are about 75 children of school age at 
Pemberton Meadows and another 75 in the various villages of 
the Douglas tribe. A few are at present attending the st. 
Mary's Mission Boarding School, at Mission City, which is 
distant from Pemberton Meadows approximately 120 milee and 
from Fort Douglas 60 miles. The largest village of the 
Douglas Indians is at skookumohuck; 19 miles above Fort 
Dougles or 79 miles from Mission City. ‘The Pemberton and 
Doulas tribes are in the New Westminster Agency but contiguous 
to the Zemberton band are the Anderson and seton Lake Indians, 
where there are also a number of children without any school 


facilities.

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womewhere near Pemberton Meadows would thus have a large field 
from which to obtain pupils and would thus leave the boarding 
school at Mission City free to take pupile from the reserves 
in closer proximity to that point. 

When taking up the mafter of establishing 4 school 
for these Indians the question of obtaining a favourable site 
would have to be given serious thought. The Pemberton Indians 
suggested a site at the head of Amferson Take, 17 miles distam. 
This, no doubt, would be an ideal location were land available 
there, but unfortunately it is not. The Anderson Lake Indias 
have only about 500 acres in their four reserves and it would, 
therefore, not be wise to expropriate sufficient land for a 
school and farm which, should have at least 100 acres. The 
Catholic church had a large tract of land at this point some 
time ago but sold it to the Pacific Great Eastern Railway 
Company. To obtein any other land in thie section of the 
country it would have to be acquired by purchase and, no doubt, 
at a high figure. fhe location on the Pemberton Meadows would 
not be desirable as the lands are subject to o¥erflow occasion- 
ally, and every summer from June until the middle of August 
mosquitoes are @ very serious pest. These flies are so bad on 
the bottom lands that the Indians have to move their familtes 
and drive their cattle into the hille at times. There is, howe 
ever, some good land at Pemberton Reserve No. 6 the old Smith- 
Bell pre-emption , on which 6 echool might be established. 

This regerve is in a valley about nine miles above the Pemberton 
Indian village and at a much higher elevation. I am given to 
understand also that there is plenty of good water and is much 
freer from mosquitoes than the lower land. This site might be 


kept in mind for future consideration when the Departments feels 
that 
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that the establishment of a school in this section of the 
country can be taken up. 

F Ae regards physicians to treat tho Indians of the 
Pemberton and Dougles bande I also beg to say that they are 
without medical attention, unless the Pembertonion the one 
hand go to Dr. Christie at Lillooet, 60 miles distant,or to 
Dr. Paull at Squamish, 75 miles away. With the pbuilding of 
the Pacific Great Eastern Reilway through the Pemberton valley 
no doubt a number of settlers will soon go into this country 
who will, in all likelihhod, be followed by @ doctor. This, 
no doubt, will help the Pemberton Indians, but will be of 
Little advantage to the Douglas Indians on the Lillooet River, 

as to peach the doctor at Pemberton the Indians of Samahquan, 
Sachteen and skookumohuck would have to travel nine miles vy 
wagon and 25 miles by boat up the Lillooet Lakes to reach the 
Remberton Meadows. ‘The Douglas Indians at Fort Douglas have to 
go down Harrison Lake 28 miles by cance or launch and five miles 
by road to be treated by Dr. MoCaffrey at Agassis. 

With regard to the Indians along the Douglas River 

I see no hope for the future of a doctor ever being in oloser 
touch than Dr. McCaffrey is at present,for it ie purely an Indian 
country, there being no white people in the district whatever. 
At Pemberton, however, the case ie hopeful, for as I have already 
stated there is a great probability of this section of the country 
being ocoupied in the near future by @ considerable number of 

| white settlers. 

; I trust the foregoing will be sufficient information 


for the Department to keep on file for future use when consider- 
ing 
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considering both the establishment of a school and also the 
necessity of appointing & physician to attend the Indians 
when the opportunity presente iteelf. 

I herewith enclose a marked plen, showing the 
various pointe alluded to fn my letter, in order that you 
may have a fair conception of the section of country in which 
the Indians live where the establishment of a school would 


serve & very useful purpose.

letter f hief of the Pemberton Indian Reserve No. l, 
in the Ne tminster Agency, asking that a day school should 
be erected on\their reserve for the education of the Indian 
children of which he stated there are over fifty of school 
aCe 


On receipt of the Chief's letter I wrote to Mr. 
Indian Agent Daunt asking for his opinion and he has informed 
me that there are more children on the Pemberton reserve than 
can possibly be accommodated at the St. Mary's Residential 
School at Mission, and he would be very much in favor of a day 
school being provided for the Pemberton children. He further 
states that a Field Matron would also be of the greatest 
assistance. The Pemberton band have a population of just under 
three hundred Indians and there are about twenty children from 
that place now in the Mission school and there must be another 
forty of school age around the reserve, Providing it would be 
possible to accommodate all the children of the Pemberton 
reserve at the school at Mission, it must be remembered that 
there are always a certain number of the Indian children who 
are not physically fit to be admitted to residential schools 
and a day school would be the only institution at which they 
would have the opportunity of receiving an education, 


If a day school is to be built on the Pemberton 
Reserve it will also be necessary to provide living quarters 
for a teacher and his wife, and the latter might be appointed 
to the position of Field Matron. The total cost of the two 
buildings I should think would not exceed $8,000.00, 


The Pemberton Meadows on which the Indian Reserve is 
situated are at the head of Lillooet Lake close to the northern 
boundary of the New Westminster Agency. 


Some time ago I wrote to the Deputy Minister fur- 
nishing him with information as to what points throughout the 
Province I thought our residential schools might be extended 
and among the points I mentioned the Lillooet district at which 
I thought a residential school should be established in omer 
to take care of the education of the children of the Pemberton 
Meadows as well as those children in the bands in the northern 
part of the Lytton Agency. I have, however, heard nothing as 
yet that my recommendation in this regard has been put into 

ffect and, therefore, I am of the opinion that it would be 
visable to at least build a day school for the Pemberton 
ndians.

Enclosed is the letter from Most Reverend W. M. Duke, 
Archbishep of Vancouver, forwarded to me under cover of Mr. 
Pratt's memorandum of June 28th. 


Both the Pemberton Meadows and the Tewwassen Reserves 
are in the New Westminster Ag . Indian Agent Daunt suggested 
the establishment of a day school on the Pemberton Meadows Reserve 
in the year 1934, but, in order to start a school, a building 
would be required and, as no funde were provided for the purpose, 
no action was taken at that time. There are, approximately, 320 
Indiane in this Band and there are 78 children of school age, of 
whom 34 are attending the St. Mary's Mission Indian Residential 
feaihaie This leaves 44 on the reserve without educational 
facilities. 


A day school was conducted om the Tewwassen Reserve from 
1913 to 1915, but was closed in the latter year owing to the small 
attendance. Thie Band has a membership of only 47 and the last 
census shows only eight or nine children of school age. 


Inspector Barry is on holidays at the present time but 
he will return to duty about August Ist. A letter is being 
directed to Major D. M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner for British 
Columbia, requesting him to have Mr. Barry visit these reserves 
early in August and make a eurvey and report to the Department 
regarding the feasibility of establishing day schools.

The Pemberton Indians, with a membership 
of about 320, have been asking for a school for years. 
They have 78 children of school age, of whom 34 are 
taken care of in St. Mary's Mission Residential 
School, leaving 44 on the Reserve without educational 
facilities. The Chehalis School end Cottage need 
repairs and it is possible that the cost of these 
would fit up temporary premises at Pemberton if the 
Department were inclined to transfer the teacher 
provided such accommodation could be found. We badly 
need a Field Matron at Pemberton also, as it is over 
sixty miles from the nearest doctor. It would be 
much better policy to endeavour to place a teacher 
and Field Matron at Pemberton than to carry on the 
Chehalis School either with Mr. Burne or a new 
teacher.

I have your 15/11020 of the 25th ultimo, 
with reference to the advisability of providing 
educational facilities for the remberton Indian 
Reserve.

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SCHOOL SURVEY REPORT -- PEMBERTON INDIAN RESERVES

DATE OF SURVEY:- In company with Mr. Indian Agent Daunt, I 
Visited the Pemberton Reserves to undertake the field 
work in connection with this Report, and also the 
Birkenhead Hatchery, on August 27th. On September ord 
in the Indian Agent's Office in New Westminster, I com- 
pleted the necessary office work. 


May I take this opportunity to thank Mr. 
Indian Agent Daunt and Miss Dynes for the great help 
afforded me in carrying out the Department's wishes. 


PURPOSE OF SURVEY:- This survey was carried out on instructions 
Trom Major D. M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner, and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Departmental letter 1535-28<1 
dated June 29th, 1957. 


The special question to be reported upon was 
the necessity or otherwise for further educational 
facilities for the Indian children on the Pemberton Indian 
Reserves, and particularly, the matter of the establishment 
of an Indian Day School at that point. 


METHOD FOLLOWED := As mentioned above, I visited Pemberton during 
he period from August 26th to 26th, inclusive, and in 
company with Mr. Indian Agent Daunt made a thorough 
inspection of the site at Mile 62, P.G.E., where many part- 
ly constructed houses await completion by the Indians to 
whom they have been allotted. A visit was also paid to the 
old Pemberton Indian village and later to the Birkenhead 
Hatchery. 


Later at the Pemberton Hotel, and in company 
with Mr. Indian Agent Daunt, I had a short conversation 
with William Pascall, Indian, Secretary and Councillor, 
who was informed that, if and when, an Indian Day School 
were established at Pemberton, it would be absolutely 
necessary for all available Indian children to attend 
regularly. I further explained to this Indian Councillor 
that the decision with regard to the establishment of an 
Indian Day School rested with the officials of the Indian 
Affairs Branch in Ottawa, and that, while I was prepared 
to recommend the establishment of such a School, it must be 
clearly understood that the cost of said School would have 
to be included in the Estimates for the next financial year, 
and that, therefore, no immediate decision could be arrived 
at in the matter. 


APPEARANCE AND ATTITUDE OF CHILDREN:~ Many of the children on 
© Pemberton Indian Reserves attend St. Mary's Indian 

Residential School, Mission City, where they, of course, 
receive an excellent education. It was pointed out to me 
by William Pascall that in addition to those children 
attending School at Mission City, a very large number were 
not receiving any education and that the Indians were very 
anxious to have a Day School at Pemberton. 
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SCHOOL SURVEY - PEMBERTON I. RS. 
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Appearance and attitude of Children - Contrd. 
I spoke to a few children whom I happened 


to meet during my visit to Pemberton Reserve No. 2 but 
failed to obtain any worthwhile response. The children 
were not very well dressed and appeared somewhat uncared 
for. The establishment of an Indian Day School with 
resident teacher would, no doubt, eccrrect this condition. 


STATISTICAL ANALYSIS OF CHILDREN: - The list of children 
given in @ Appendix and forming part of this Report has 
been compiled with very great care. A list was prepared in 
the Indian Agent's Office, New Westminster, and a copy for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Indian Council at Pemberton 
for any necessary alterations and additions. On receipt 
of this revised list in the New Westminster Office, Miss 
Dynes was good enough to prepare the very complete tabulation 
now attached. 


This shows the children, with ages, and by 
families; The name of the parent being given in each case. 


There are in all 159 children of school age 
and under registered on the Pemberton Reserves. 


Of the above 159 children, there are 105 of 
school age, or between the ages of 6 to 16, inclusive. 


Of the 105 children of school age, 38 were 
attending St. Mary's Indian Residential School at Mission 
City last year. This leaves a total of 67 children of 
school age not at present attending any School. 


There are 54 children under 6 years of age, 
which gives approximately 9 children for the receiving 
class or Grade 1-C yearly. 


RELIGIOUS TEACHING: - The children of Pemberton are 
members of the Roman Catholic Church; and it would, therefore, 
be under the auspices of said Church that the Indian Day 
School, should such be established here, would be administer- 
ed. 


BUILDINGS AVAILABLE: ~ I was unable to discover any build- 
ing on e Pemberton Reserves or at Mile 62, P.G.E. which 
could possibly be turned into an Indian Day School. 


Should it be decided to establish an Indian 
Day School here, I would strongly recommend the erection 
of a building with class-room accommodation for at least 
40 pupils, and additional rooms for living accommodation 
\| of a married teacher. 


SITE OF PROPOSED SCHOOL:- Accompanied by Mr. Indian Agent 
Daun made a careful inspection of the land at Mile 62 
P.G.E. 


When the Subdivision was made at this point

chosen for a future school but we found on examination 


that this site was not very suitable and would certainly 
require considerable clearing and grading before a School 
could be erected. Even then I consider that this site was 
originally chosen by someone unacquainted with school 
requirements, as there would be no suitable ground for 
school gardens or a playground. 


By far the best site for the proposed Indian Day 
School would be that shown as Lot 4 and part of Lot 3, ona 
map entitled "Pemberton I. R. Noe 10, Lillooet District, 
B. C., Subdivision Survey, Department of Indian Affairs 
27155-28 dated March 31,1934". Lots 3 and 4 face on the 
P.GeE. Railway. I consider that the School itself with 
teacher's residence should be located on Lot 4, which is 
approximately 219.5 ft. by 215.3 ft. Part of Lot 3 adjoin- 
ing eould well be used, when cleared, as a garden for the 
teacher's use and a small playground for the children. 


BIRKENHEAD HATCHERY: - This Hatchery located at Owl Creek, 
file . -G.ek. has been abandoned as a hatchery, I under- 
stand, by the Fisheries Department. 


Birkenhead Hatchery is about three miles by 
road from the proposed site of the new School. The trans- 
portation of material from the Hatchery to Mile 62 either 
by road or rail would be an easy matter. At Owl Creek, P.G.E. 
there is a spur siding capable of accommodating from six to 
ten freight cars. The actual distance from this spur line 
to the Birkenhead Hatchery buildings is not more than 200 
yards. 


In addition to the main hatchery building, 
in which there are a large number of windows and much 
material, there are a supervisor's house unfurnished, a 
bunk house partly furnished, and a number of other smaller 
buildings. The general condition of the buildings appears 
to me to be quite good and the lumber, windows, etc. well 
worth the cost of the necessary salvage operations. 


I was unable to obtain a list of the contents 
of the buildings but noticed a 3 K.W. electric light generator 
direct current Fairbanks-Morse, which is worked by a Pelton 
Wheel, and a small circular saw outfit worked by water power. 
I believe that there are also a McClary's kitchen stove and 
bathroom fixtures in the bunk house. 


GENERAL: - Should a School be established on the site 
recommended at Mile 62, those Indian children who live on 
the new Subdivision would only have at most about a hundred 
yards’ walk to School, while those still living in the old 
Pemberton village would be within one mile by road of the 
proposed school. 


In general I consider that, from a statistical 
analysis of the list of children available, as well as from 
an actual visit to Pemberton, there is no doubt but that an 
Indian Day School is very badly needed in that locality. 
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Day School to accommodate not less than 40 children be 


established as soon as possible at Mile 62 P:G.E. 


I would further recommend that the schoolroom 
be attached to and form part of a school building which would 
give ample accommodation for a married couple, and leave room 
for a small dispensary. 


It may be noted in passing that no single 
teacher should be placed here, but rather a married couple, 
where the husband, a trained teacher, might possibly instruct 
the children, and his wife, a trained nurse, look after 
medical needs of the Indians. 


I further recommend that by far the greater 
part of the material used in building such a School as 
I have proposed be obtained from the Birkenhead Hatchery, 
should it be still possible to take over the buildings and 
equipment at that point. 


While the local Indians would no doubt be 
able to do much of the construction work on the proposed 
School, I feel that the Department would save money 
(should they decide to erect such a School), by having the 
work done on contract. 


There is far more material at the Birkenhead 
Hatchery than would be needed in the erection of such a 
School as I have recommended. TI should like to suggest 
that when all this is necessary for the proposed School is 
taken and any other equipment which Mr. Indian Agent may 
require for any other points in New Westminster Agency, the 
Pemberton Indians be allowed to move windows and lumber to 
Mile 62 to finish the construction of new cottages at that 
point, which are at present unused by those to whom they 
have been allotted. 


Any delay that may have occurred in the 
submission of this report has been due to the necessity for 
a very careful examination of the locality and of plans and 
documents in Mr. Indian Agent Daunt's Office. In accordance 
with the Department's instructions the survey has been made 
in close co-operation with felt that the

The necessary 
office work was undertaken with the help of Miss Dynes 
during a visit to New Westminster on September Srd. 


During my visit in the Pemberton district, I 
inspected with some care the buildings of the Birkenhead 
Hatchery at Owl Creek. Owing to the absence of the local 
Fisheries officer it was not possible to enter those 
buildings which were locked, and I have no complete list 
of the available equipment in this Hatchery. 


whatever the Indian Affairs Branch may think of 
my proposals, a consideration of the list of children 
(attached to and forming part of this Survey Report) can only 
lead to the conclusion that an Indian Day School is urgent- 


ly required at Mile 62, P.G.E. 


I trust that the work undertaken in the preparation 
of the attached Survey Report will prove of value to yourself 
and the officials of the Indian Affairs Branch, to whom it 
is submitted with respect.

I beg to submit herewith Inspector Barry's report 
on the educational survey of Pemberton Indian Reserve, New 
Westminster Agency, carried out by him in accordance with 
153-261 of June 29th, 1937. 


Inspector Barry recommends that an ungraded Indian 
Day School to accommodate not less than 40 children be 
established on the Indian Reserve in the vicinity of Mile 62 
P.GeE- Rly. Station and, further recommends, that the building 
be such as to provide for a school room, a married teacher's 
quarters and a small dispensary. I concur in these recommenda- 
tions. The cost of a new structure such as Capt. Barry has in 
mind would be approximately $5000.00. 


It will be noted that the Inspector suggests that the 
Birkenhead Hatchery buildings, which are within three miles by 
road from the proposed school site, could be dismantled and 
the lumber used in the construction of the new school. These 
buildings however, although not in use, are not available at 
present, as the Fisheries Department finds the buildings may 
still be required in connection with possible fish cultural 
operations on the Fraser River. Should the Fisheries Department 
find that these buildings are not going to be required, arrange- 
ments should be made to turn them over to the Indian Affairs 
Branch, so that they could be dismantled and the materials used 
for very much needed improvements to the homes of the Pemberton 
Indians.

Since sketch Design "A-2" was submitted, 
it has been decided by the Indian Affairs Branch in the 
cases of the Oneida and Rabbit Island Schools where 
similar accommodation was asked for, that the teacher's 
kitchen is required to be on the ground floor and that 
a separate bedroom is to be provided as shown on our 
sketch Design "A-1". 


If these requirements are to apply to 
the Pemberton Reserve School, design "A-1" will be 
followed as a standard - with minor veristions inclu- 
ding the addition of a screened porch - at an esti- 
mated cost of between $7000.00 and 7500.00. 


We should be glad to be advised whether 

single teacher's quarters will always be required to 

be comprised of three rooms - living room, kitchen 
and bedroom with the kitchen on the ground floor as on 
Standard Type A.1l or whether two rooms consisting of 
living-bedroom and kitchen on the second floor as on 
Type A.2 would be acceptable in some cases. It might 
be mentioned thet Type A.2 is the more economical plan 
and could be built for about $750.00 less than Type 
A.l plan conditions being equal.

sketch Design "A-1". 


If these requirements are to apply to 
the Pemberton Reserve School, design "A-1" will be 
followed as a standard - with minor varistions inclu- 
ding the addition of a screened porch - at an esti- 
mated cost of between $7000.00 and 7500.00. 


We should be glad to be advised whether 

single teacher's quarters will always be required to 

be comprised of three rooms - living room, kitchen 
and bedroom with the kitchen on the ground floor as on 
Standard Type A.1 or whether two rooms consisting of 
living-bedroom and kitchen on the second floor as on 
Type A.2 would be acceptable in some cases. It might 
be mentioned thet Type A.2 is the more economical plan 
and could be built for about $750.00 less than Type 
Ael plan conditions being equal.

I have to refer to your 153-28-1, dated January 
4th, in which certain information is requested regarding 
the proposed Indian Day School at Pemberton Reserve, New 
Westminster Agency. 


The estimate submitted by Inspector Barry was 
based on the use of the lumber and other suitable materials 
in the Birkenhead Hatchery buildings, which were understood 
to be available for transfer to the Indian Affairs Branch 
from the Fisheries Department and could be dismantled. How- 
ever, on December 20, 1937, following representations made 
by our Department for the buildings, Mr. J. A. Rodd, Director 
of fish Culture, Department of Fisheries, advised that his 
Department considered it desirable to retain control of the 
Hatchery buildings until the International Pacific Salmon 
Fisheries Commission had an opportunity of further consider- 
ing the nature and scope of its activities. The use of these 
buildings, therefore, cannot be considered in any plan for 
the construction of the proposed school. The Provincial 
Superintendent of Education has supplied me with the following 
information regarding the cost of erecting a standard school, 
large enough to accommodate forty pupils in a rural district:

I am enclosing confirmation of my Army Signals 
message of today's date recommending certain transfers of 
funds for the proposed construction at Bella Bella and 
Pemberton. 


With regard to Bella Bella, apparently $10,000 
was provided in the Estimates, reference Mr. Neary's letter 
of June 2lst and in my letter of July 6th I recommended that 
the $14,000 appropriated for construction at the North 
Thompson Reserve be transferred to Bella Bella, making a 
total of $24,000. This amount, with an additional $4,000 
from the amount appropriated for construction at Hazelton, 

a total of $28,000, should I think be sufficient to meet the 
cost of erecting a two room prefabricated school with 
accommodation for the teachers. 


In the case of Pemberton School, in Mr. Neary's 
letter of June 21st (file 1-1-5 E), it is stated that $10,000 
was provided for an addition. $18,000 should be transferred 
from the appropriation for the construction at Hazelton and 
added to this amount, a total of %28,000, which will I 
believe be sufficient. 


The balances remaining of the funds appropriated 
for various schools which we do not contemplate constructing 
this year are as follows: 


Hazelton $18,000 
Fort Babine 7,000 (approx. $1,000 trans- 
ferred to Kitkatle) 
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Our estimate of the cost of construction at 
Klemtu is in excess of the amount appropriated as is the 
estimete for construction at Anaham and other projects may 
cost more then the amounts specifically provided in view of 
which other transfers will likely be necessary at 4 later 
date. 


I may say I have hesiteted to make a recommendation 
involving trensfer of funds from the amount approprieted for 
construction at Hazelton but et the same time do not wish to 
delay construction elsewhere to find at « later date that 
construction at Hazelton will not be proceeded with because 
ofsome alternative for the provision of educational facilities 
for the Indien children or for any other reason. It is hoped 
that a decision may be reached in the near future with respect 
to the Department's policy at Hazelton but in the meantime 
I doubt whether it would be advisable to conserve the funds 
appropriated.

The following information and the attached 
breakdown of school and pre-school age children on the 
Pemberton Reserve has been obtained from the files of 
the New Westminster Agency: 


Quarterly Keturns: 


December 1947 March 1948 
Enrolment 37 36 
Average attendance 33.6 32.7 


Quarterly Returns for the first and last quarters 
of the past academic year were not available. 


It will be noted from the breakdown of child 
population that there were 97 children of school age on the 
census of the Pemberton Band. Of this number 37 were 
enrolled in the Pemberton Day School, 32 were enrolled at 
the Mission Residential School and 28 pupils were not in 
attendance at either of the schools and apparently were not 
living on the reservation. Of the number attending the 
Residential School 30 could attend the Day School on the 
Reserve. Assuming that the same number of children of this 
Band are not in residence at Pemberton in the combag academic 
year the number of pupils who could attend the Day School 
if accommodation is provided is: 


Attending Day School 1947-48 - 37 

Attending Residential Sch. " " = 30 

Pupils reaching age of 7 1948 -_ll

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In addition to the 78 pupils shown there are 
an additional 13 pupils who will be six years of age 
before the beginning of the coming agzeeptc year. It has 
been the policy in this Province to pupils to Day 
Schools at the age of six and this will apply at Pemberton. 
Including this number the school age papulation will be 
91. Such an enrolment requires a three room school.

For the past two years we have included in our 
Estimates a sum for the erection of an additional classroom at 
this school. Our efforts to interest a contractor have not 
proven successful and the rate of increase of the children on 
the reserve now warrants the erection of a two-room school.

School because adequate day school facilities are not now provided 
at Pemberton Meadows.

In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 
such payment shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 
shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 
as aforesaid. . 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post poor 
and keep posted in a conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is 
being executed, occupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Labour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, Books, ete., of 
trades, and addresses of all workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and poo ig 
time worked by such workmen, and the books or documents containing SUCH inspection. 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which Ramet te 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work fabour etc. 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wages, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister such further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim le 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts so 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor. 

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
hire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys so owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages. 

(8) With a view to the avoidance of any abuses which might arise from 
the subletting of contracts it shall be understood that subletting, other than

The electric lighting plant purchased for the new school 
at Pemberton is of sufficient size to provide electricity to 
the old classroom and teacherage and we have for consideration 
from Superintendent Gillett an estimate of the cost of carry- 
ing power to the old school and wiring the building, a total 
of $234.16. 


District Sehool Inspector Davey informs me that, during 
® recent visit to Pemberton, he noted that even without 
artificial light, the old classroom, due to the smaller window 
space, was much darker than the new classrooms, in fact, even 
at mid-day it was too dark for the pupils to carry on their 
studies efficiently. The need for artificial light is there- 
fore greater in the old school than in the new school and it 
is felt that we should endeavour to make the necessary funds 
available for wiring the building. 


I might mention we have been unofficially advised that 
the B.C. Electric Company will have power available in the 
vicinity of the school, possibly next year, but there would 
appeer to be no reason to weit until then as we have #mple

The cold air circuit in the building was not constructed 
to give efficient results. It does not take the cold sir off 
the floor of the school room. In fact, any dust or smoke in 
the basement will rise to the school room from the cold air 
vents. 


The pipes from the two cold air grills go down the 
walls within two feet of the basement floor. The open grill 
on the bottom of the furnace is expected to draw the air 
to the furnace. This does not happen, however.

Father Bosse’ came as far as Caribou Hide with 
the party, and we practically settle a site for next 
winters Nomadic School. 


Some of these families have 10 - 12 and 13 

. ehildren to take around, and it is almost impossible 
for them to get out, with their families to the far 
distant trap grounds. Therefore for a few years to 
come, as in the past, they settle on some good spot, 
and create a large Winter Camp. It is at these places 
that a Mission School should be created, not necessary 
every year in the same location. 


In this way, with a capable teacher to watch 
over the Camp generally, and carry on a school for the 
children, the men folk will be able to get out, and 
moreover stay out, bringing back returns. 


However with the arrival of Inspector Pragnell, 
all the Indians concemed will be seen, and some 
definite action settled.

EDUCATION. 


Small Winter Schools for trapping Nomads have 
received much attention during the year. It seems 
to be the only way, up to now whereby these youngsters 
can learn anything at all, it also helps to break down 
their wild nomadic ways. Two such pleces are really 
required. One for the Klappan Band of Indians and the 
other for the Caribou Hide Band. 


The first Bands requirements have been gone into, 
and has now, after much trouble been reduced to supply- 
ing a teacher with school material, at their Big Camp 
on Kluechon Lake, all under the R. C. Mission of these 
parts. Father Bosse’, 0. M. I., in charge of such 
Missions here has written His Lordship, Bishop Bunoz, 
and requested him to supply a teacher. For such long 
winters work, and in so remote a place, a salary a little 
above the ordinary is expected. Upon the matter being 
investigated by Inspector Pragnell, shortly, a full and 
detailed report will be submitted to the Department. 


The second Band - Caribou Hide. This Band is very 
remote, and the only possible action to take, is to 
supply the Chief - Jim Moyess, with full material, and 
he will instruct Cripple Jimmy, a very intelligent 
member of his band, to act as a teacher and supervise 
his work. In this event the teacher would be supplied 
with @ monthly ration, with a very small salary for his 
services. Supplies for this Band would have to be sent 
to them, by the freighting planes of the Two Bros. Mining 
Company, who are operating within ten miles of the Indian 
camp.

Indian Agent Harper Reed, original on file 160-5: 


Caribou Hide School PROPOSED. Much has been written 
regarding the needs of a school for this Band of Indians. 
The whole trouble in the way of this being accomplished, 
is the fact that these Indians live about 250 miles away 
from any place at all. The expense is very great in 
getting even flour out to these nomads. Bishop Coudret 
has not visited this Band, but did just happen to meet 
one or two of their members - and of course they wish a 
School at the Department's expense. This means a full 
load of a Plane, if not two runs. The Teacher would 
expect to be taken in, with his supplies. The matter 
could be considered, but is ouite out of the question to 
fix up in any proper way, this Summer. Books have 

been sent out, and no doubt some good work could be done 
if a Teacher would go out and start up. Mr. Anglin nov 
of McDames has offered to fo, and perhaps with some extra 
pay allownce, vould undertake the work this winter. But 
a school house should be built here, and that takes time. 
However, in this respect, during the last year an Air 
Mail Route is in operation up to Fort Ware (01d Whitewater) 
on the Finlay River, on the top end of which the Caribou 
Hide Band lives. It would mean * of an hour's run - 
extra - or from Fort Ware to reach the Indians' location. 
These planes are run by McChonicky (?) of Edmonton, Al- 
berta. Prices could be obtained if the matter is con- 
sidered.

CARIBOU HIDE\NATIVE SCHOOL 


This school has never been officially started, 
but Cripple Jimmy, a member of that Band has, on his own been 
conducting a very primitive school of his own. The matter 
was up for consideration upon Inspector Pragnell's visit to 
these parts, but it was impossible to reach this very distant 
Bana of Indians. This fall, the department has been kind 
enough to allow a supply of school material, which has already 
been forwarded to them. (Dept. letter - July 51-36 158-7-1) 
There is little doubt but what Father Bosse’ will this winter 
pay a visit to these Indians and start up a little school. 
This should be able to run along until such time : correct 
arrangements can be taken up and settled. This is a very 
fine bunch of Indians and deserve help, but their location is 
about 200 miles from anywheres, and are obliged to stay where 
they are for trapping purposes. A teacher for this location 
will have to go in by plane.

Mr Anglin has been allowed a large sheet of canvass, 
to take the place of a tent, en route, also a small two 
holed collapsable stove with pipeing.

in accordance with instructions received from your 
office dated October eagth I left Telegraph Creekin 
company with a pack train which was travelling as & 
far as the Klappan Indian school, Upon arrival at the 
settlement I there met some Indians about to leave 
for their traplines on the Spatzier river, These men 
kindly ungertook to guide myself as far as the 
crossing of the carribou Hyde trail roughly four 
miles below Hylands Poston the Spatzier river, 


Having placed me on this trail these men left meand 
I followed this trail a distance of forty six miles 
to Carribou Hyde settlement arriving there at the end 
of october, Nearly all the men of the camp had 1:ft 
for their traplines, however all their children were 
at the camp, The cheif gave the teacher permission x 
to use his house as a school, 


The school supplies which you had forwarded were in 
the chief's house and were in good condition, Nov- 
cember first being a holiday of obligation a day inn 

which we had no school, 


All the children were keen to go to school and I & 
found that they are self taught in the elementry 
work of schooling, One girl has taught herself to 
read the first books of the Canadian and Highroads 
readers, In regards to figures every child could 
count but had no idea of the written mw numbers 
above the number nine, Likewise in writing, their 
work was of a very childlike scrawl, since opening 
school I have found a great improvement in all 
branches of their work, 
At present there are eleven children of school age 
and quite a few below school age who will be ready fop 
school in gthe future 


Owing to the fact that I was late in getting here 
and as all the men of the camp had left for their trap 
lines and did not return until christmass eve we have 
up to the present only been able to get the logs for the 
future school building cut, after the men return from 
their pending trip to Telegraph Creek and the weather 


is sutable the building will be completed,

Having walked the whole way from telegraph Creek to here I am 
of the opinion that it is ecconamicalyApossible to ship school 
supplies to this place from That point to Caribou Hyde, as we 
have to consider the frieght from Vancouver to Wrangell pluss 
the cost up the Stikine river to Telegraph creekxka after that 
these supplies would have to ve hauld by pack train or dog team 
a distance of two hundred and fifty miles to this point, the 
cost of that being (4Q¢)fortycents per pound or ($800 )eaght 
hundred dollars per ton, Now sir, any of the commercial plaines 
flying in British Columbiaat present will take a full load of 
1000 lbs, and I am sure that from Burns lake or Vanderhoofit 
would not cost any more than two hundred dollars to char .er 
a plane to land school supplies at this point, 

Te school supplies which you sent although sufficent to 
start school are not sufficent to run until the end of May and 
could I please have a few more readers and other supplies of 
which I attach a seperate list,

Dear Sir:- 


Replying to your letter of the 20th September 
last, regarding the appointment of Mr. James Anglin as 
teacher of the Cariboo Hide Indian Day Sehool, for the 
winter season at the rate of $110.00 per month, and to 
your request for advice as to the exact date of the opening 
of the School, I would state that Mr. Indian Agent Harper 
Reed informs me that, as no passage by air was available, 
the teacher left Telegraph Creek on October 17th, 1939 
to walk out to the School, a distance of nearly 300 miles, 
but that it is not known yet if and when he arrived; but, 
that as soon as word comes in by dog-team, he will let me 
know. 


Mr. Anglin desired that his salary be sent to him 
c/o The Manager, of the Hudson's Bay Company, at Telegraph 
Creek, in order to establish credit for his supplies. 
Evidently it has been the custom of the Department to send 
sufficient cash to the Indian Agent to cover teachers’ salaries, 
and it would be appreciated if this could be done if not 
contrary to Departmental procedure. 


I would recommend payment of salary in this case, 
as from the date the teacher left Telegraph Creek, October 
17th, 1939.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated 
August 19th, in regard to the affairs of the Caribou Hide 
Winter Day School. 


His Lordship Bishop Bunoz was interviewed recently; 
and, whilst every effort will be made to obtain a teacher, 
yet the remoteness and expense of getting to this point, is a 
detriment that must be taken into consideration, 


Bishop Bunoz requested that the Department be asked if 
they could graciously see their way clear to allowing the 
cost of a "chartered" plane, one way - which expense would 
be $100, 00, 


Were this allowed, the School supplies would be forward- 
ed at the same time as the teacher went in, but, failing such 
assistance, the school material would go in by dog team on 
the winter trail and the teacher would have to walk in, as the 
late school teacher, Mr. Angling, has done in previous years. 


However, as the season is now far advanced and the affairs 
of a teacher are far from settled, perhaps it might be con- 
sidered correct not to open this school over the coming winter, 
In this latter event, Cripple Pomny, the native school teacher, 
could carry on, as he had done ere this, and some relief or 
rations would be granted as a compensation,

The Plane spoken of will be that of Mr. G.C.F. Dalziel, which 
is stationed here for the winter, and can of course make 
such a trip at a lesser charge than were an out-side plane 
called in, specially, In this case, should the Rev.Fathers 
decide to open up this school this winter, a limited supply 
of the school material, now resting here, will be allowed to 
go out with the Teacher, The cost of such freight will be 
around 20¢ per 1b so that, it is considered about 150 Lbs 
could be allowed to go out to that point, This would be ample 
material to carry on the school with, taking into account the 
supplies of last season, now there, 


Father Plain can well do this now, having been in the Agency 
for some time, and now acquainted with the Indians, He can 
well return with the Indians when they come in with their 
Spring catch of Fur, either on the late "crust" or trail in 
with them, on foot, at a later date, 


It is expected, however that this winter sees the end of the 
hardships in getting to this point. The new Highway proposed 
from the South to Alaska proper, is slated, as far as one can 
learn from this point, to pass right through this area of 
Caribou Hide, and if so Planes ete will be available at any 
time, with fares muchly reduced, During the last few days 
some large Pan-American Planes have passed over head, owing 
it is stated to the unreliable weather encountered on the 
S.E, Alaskan Coatal Sea-Route, 


The non-operation of this school up to the present has shown 
the Caribou Hide Band of Indians what they are missing, in a 
way it is a very good event to come about, and with the ree 
opening of this school, better attention and assistance will 
be received from this rather independant, but admirable, set 
of Indians, 


A later Report will be submitted when the proposed interview 
with “ather Carpentier, has taken place,

I beg to submit a Report on the non-operations of the 
above Winter Seasonal School, 


Under Authority 158-8-1, July 17 th 1940 permission 

was granted to operate the above school during this 
winter for a period of Four Months, The Salary all- 
owed was at the rate of 3110-00, arranged at this 
advanced rate on account of the inaccessibility of 

the school's location, The Teacher was to have been 
nominated at a later date, School supplies were granted 
and received at this point, and now await forwarding. 
Also some extras were allowed such as fuel for light 
etc, 


Much correspondance has passed on the affairs of this 
Bush School, perhaps for which its very remoteness is 
responsible, It will be remembered that Mr Anglin was 
the Teacher in charge during the winter of 1939-1940, 
and that owing to some gereral disorders, a new Teacher 
was requested. During the summer many attempts were 
made to definite sedure the name of the proposed Teacher 
from His Lordship Bishop Bunoz. 0.M.I. but up to the 
time of writing; all efforts have failed, and therefore 
the school has, as yet ,not been opened up. 


The location of this school is about 250 miles away 

from any trading post. This makes travel to such a point 
a matter for the use of the old Dog-team transportation, 
not only to arrive at such a point but to also keep ones 
self in meat etc and be able to move about, if necessary 
It calls for an "outside" man of experience who is also 
& "teacher" and will take an unselfish interest in the 
Indians as a whole - such men are hard to find, His 
Lordship Bishop Bunoz certainly expects that the Departe 
ment should send the school supplies in by Air, and at 
the same time allow the Teacher a free passage. This 
request was advanced to the Department but under a 
letter -158-8-1, it was decided that during the War 
period, and the heavy expenses now being born by the 
Department, it was impossible to comply with the Bis -« 
hops request. 


In a letter recently received from Father Carpentier 
O.M.I. who is in charge of the Mission's affairs in 
these parts; and at present at Dease Lake with Father 
Plain 0.M.I, as an assistant,it states that he will be 
coming into Telegraph Creek around about xmas time, and 
then the matter of sending Father Plain out to Caribou 
Hide will be gone into, He also requests help with the 
cost of the Plane Fare, if used,

Three such indians as mentioned above, came in from the 
Saribou Hide District-200 miles away- and meeting Father 
Carpentier at the Klappan School location, en route in, 
mentioned that as @ school had sot opened up out at their 
Camp, they were seriously considering coming in to bhe 
Klappan School; so that their children might attend that 
school. Father Carpentier, returning from his short in- 
spection of the Klappan School over the New Year, stated 
that 1% would be better for him to send out Father Plain 
O.M.eI. to Caribou Hide at once, as he could now be spared 
from assisting at the Dease Lake School, -rather than 
have the Caribou Hide Indians mix up with the Klappan Band. 

As such a movement as thet proposed by the indians is 
to be avoided at all costs, 4t was agreed to that Father 
Plain at ones proceed to Caribou Hide and do what-ever was 
possible over the end of this winter. It is expected that 
he will be able to manage a two and a half months term,at 
any rate, but will be able to prevent these indians migrat- 
ing. Were they 60 do so, all trapping arrangements would 
be seriously mixed up, and a loss of revenue result.

I beg to submit herewith a letter from Bishop coudret.0.M 
requesting that the ebove school be allowed to operate 
during the winter of 1941- 1942. Name of Teacher to be 
submitted later. 


This school's affairs were reported upon under latter 
date& November 6 th 1940. Since then Father Plaine.O.Ii. 
has proceeded to the location and opened up the school, 
from which no reports have yet been received. Also on 
February 25 th, in Atlin B.C. Bishop Coudret was seen 
and the school's affairs talke overs 


In spite of the difficulties of distance etc, it is con 
sidered correct to mantain @ school at this point. Firs} 
ly, for the sake of the many children, and the decent 
small band they belong toe Secondly, that if a school 
is not allowed them, they will all move in to the Klap- 
pan Day School. Should this come about then our Trapline 
System of Caribou Hide would suffer from no use, and peq 
hap$%taken away by the Game Dept of B.C, which of coursé 
must be avoided at any coste 


Owing again to distance, this school has not yet been 
properly outfitted - a large heater is required and 
several other little things that our schools are allowal 
Some school materiql was taken out with the dog-team, 
put the quantity was small. Practically it calls for 
the use of a Plane to transport all the material, and 
perhaps the Teacher, at one and the same time. 


However, when the present winter season is completed, 
and Father Pa&nine comes in with the indians from their 
Beaver Hunt, it will then be possible to again take the 
matter up, and make 4 further Report to the “epartment, 
as to what could be done. By then perhaps, several 
Planes, will be passing thet spot, going either North 
or South. 


Bishop Coudret considered this school might be operat- 
ed in connection with that of the Klappan School, using 
only one Teacher, The first 3 or 4 months of the season 
being given to Klappan, and then after Xmas, the same 
Teacher would move out to Caribou Hide, per dog team, 
But it is still consideped that the hoavy material re- 
quired should go out by Plane, to put thissehodl on its 
feet, and in working order.

The Department might bring to mind that when this school was 
originally started, that the Tww Brothers Mining Company 
of Edmonton Albt, commenced mining operations at Two Brothers 
Lake - some 8 miles to the east of the Caribou Hide Village, 
and that whilst the mining company were in operation our 
Indians lived in very good style. However for the last 4 
or 5 years the mining operations have ceased, and it would 
seem that the equipment that is left on their site, is really 
abandoned, The indians report that there are a lot of good 
windows, not uncased, good supply of nails. Many empty Gas 
Drums, 3 Big Tents (8 stripe) hung up in the old buildings. 
Some cross cut saws, and a quantity of matresses, altho eaten 
somewhat by mice, could still be sewn up and made use of, 
Also they report much crockery, and many odd tools, Whilst 
the old lumber buildings now falling down, could be used to 
great advantage, if they could be obtained, It is stated on 
behalf of our indians that they have not, nor will not, touch 
Such property until the correct authority is obtained. 
However, were this possible, it would settle the whole matter 
in regards to the living conditions of this Band of Indians, 
and also place their school in very good shape. 
Therefore The Deputy Minister of Mines. for the Province of 
B.C. in Victoria B.C. is being respectfully written to, re- 
questing to Imow as to the standing of the Two Brothers Min- 
ing Coy, and as to if this old property, with its equipment 
has been placed - up for sale, 
If such could be obtained, or any portion useful, the Teacher 
would go out a month ahead of time, and keep a record of all 
material taken, and supervise its removal to the Village Camp. 


It is considered that this school should be placed in operation 
again next winter, and the period should be for at least four 
months, The Teachers name cannot be supplied just at present, 
but with the arrival here of His Reverence Bishop Coudret 0.M.I 
in the near future,’ this matter will be settled, Perhaps it 
will be possible to have the Klappan School operated before 
xmas, and after that event, the same Teacher might move out~on 
a beaten trail to Caribou Hideg and finish the season there, 


Some freight assistance will have to be allowed to the indians 
or who-so-ever can be obtained to freight the school supplies 
to that point, even if the heavier freight cannot be sent out, 
The suggestion is made, or rather offered, that the Yukon South 
ern Airways, now operating a large plane to Fort Ware on the 
top-end of the Finlay River, be allowed after ditching their 
Mail at that point; to continue on to here for a full load, with 
perhaps the Teacher also, and returning to Fort Ware, unload 

at the Caribou Hide Village, which is directly under their 
straight-line flight to here. In this way all difficultities 
would be ironed out, 


The question as to who the Teacher shall be, will be taken up 
with Bishop Coudret, upon his arrival, and a further report 
submitted,

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated April 
26 th. 1941, and with the arrival back to here of 
Teacher Rev Father Plaine 0.M.I. after closing dow 
this winter school; it is possible to report further 
details, Submitted herewith is a letter from the 
Rev Father, whilst his School Reports have been ren=- 
dered under seperate cover, in this mail, 


To bring matters up to date it is mentioned that the 
Department have been kind enough to allow the folowing- 
The yearly School teaching supplies, which have now 
arrived here, and will await the means of sending them 
to that far distant location, 

Under Authority 158-8-5. April 29 th 1941 the sum of 
$36-50 has been granted to purchase a Lamp and various 
other school building necessities - which are now being 
obtained; with also an allowance of 320-00 to create a 
suitable Heater for the School its-self, This also is 
being made up from an Oil Drum etc, 


Much correspondance has passed regarding this School, 
but with the return of Father Plain, backed by several 
of the Caribou Hide Indians; who came in to sell fur and 
obtain some provisions - it is now very evident that thi 
school can be made into a worth-while project - if stood 
once and for all on its feet, and placed into shape as 
a going concern. 
As the Department knows, the whole crux of this matter 
comes down to one of Transportation. It has been utter- 
ly impossible to have supplies sent out, so far away. 
The Indians that come in, have all they can do to move 
out the bare necessities of life, which comprise for 
them, some clothing - Tea & tobacco, with a little Flour 
and sugar. The Teacher, who-ever he is, simply exists 
on what he can take out on one sleigh, and has to live 
mostly on meat, as do all the others, 
The Department's kind consideration is again enlisted n 
on behalf of some assistance in the way of transportatio 
and this is really necessary to have the school put in 
correct shape to operate, After it has once been placed 
so, then the Teacher can move out and in, by the trail 
and the little extra in supplies yearly can be taken out 
y Dog-teams, 
To do this, either a Plane could be chartered, or ind- 
ians hired to make the trip by dog-team, but the latter 
could not transport a Heater or any very large equip- 
ment. The costs in both cases would nearly be equal, 
and run to $100-00 or slightly over, 


The School House roof at present is made out of scollop- 
ed small timbers - not very good in cold weather, Roof- 

\ ing paper- Medium weight should be allowed to cover this 
building -it would be good for many years to come. The 
Rev Father speaks about some windows, and these also are 
@ necessity. Up to now shests of glass, set into the

On the 2lst inst. Bishop Coudret 0.M.I. of the 
R.C. Missions arrived for his yearly inspection of the 
Cassiar. All matters were again gone over with him, and the 
various Seasonal schools were taken in hand and teachers 
and supplies arranged for. Later these were reported 
upon, but it is doubtful just at present if it will be 
possible to have a teacher go out to the Caribou Hide 
school. However the Department have been Good enough to 
allow the sum of One hundred dollars towards getting the 
much needed freight out to that point, and the matter is now 
receiving attention as to the possibility of engaging a 
plane for such work. During the interview, some mention was 
made that a lot of local children were living within the 
Township during the winter, and did not attend the local 
Provincial school, and that if the loc&l R.C. Mission could 
start up a small winter school at this point, many children 
would certainly attend. It was at once pointed out that 
should this be entertained matters in the Township would 
certainly become worse than they are at present; and the 
object of our Bush Winter schools would be entirely nullified. 
Eventually His Lordship agreed that such was the case, and it 
is hoped the matter is settled again, for some time to come. 
Telegraph Creek is certainly no place for an indian winter 
school .

Cariboo Hide Winter Day School 


The winter day school at Cariboo Hide could not be 
conducted last winter on account of the extreme 
difficulties of communication with that point and the 
lack of adequate accommodation. Father J. Plaine, O.M.I., 
one of our most zealous missionaries, was ready to 
undertake the task, but owing to inadequate means of 
transportation, I could not allow Father Plaine, who is 
not of a very robust health, to undertake again, as he 
did the previous year, at the peril of his Life, @& 
journey of 250 miles on foot in January, in order to 
reach his school. After the various attempts made 
during the past five years to conduct a day school at 
Cariboo Hide during the winter months, we came to the 
conclusion that no teacher will ever be found to go 

and teach at such a place unless proper housing 
accommodation is arranged by the Department and 
transportation is provided by airplane.

Referring to your letter of 20 ultimo No, 599275/1, 

I have the honor to say that the Ulkatcho Indians have 
expressed a desire to get a school in their village. This 
village consists of small log-houses and is situated 150 
north-east of Bella Coola ,on the Mountain plates. 

I visited the place in October ; nearly all of the Indians 
about 60 in number, were then away trapping,I then learned 
that there were 25 children , 14 boys and II girls under the 
age of I6, 

It is my opinion that these Indians would take greater 
interest in a school than the coast Indians do; like the latte» 
they are ewy from their village a great deal, however, They 
are devout Catholics and are visited once ayear inthe montn 
of June by their priest, father Thomas, I do not know how 
he feels toward the project. 

The school-house ought to contain living-rooms for the 
teacher also, The houses must be built of logs which are 
plentiful in the vicinity; to build here would cost a little 
more than on the coast, as all the lumber needed will have 


to be sawed by hand labor,

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I am attaching hereto a copy of a letter received 
from Constable Tucker of the Bella Coola Agency having 
reference to the necessity of the establishment of a 
boarding school for the Ulgatcho, Kiuskus Lake and Ootea 
Lake Indians. The Ulgatchos are an isolated tribe at the 
northeastern corner of the bella Coola Agency close to the 
corner of the Stuart Lake Agenoy, where the Kluskus Indian 
tribe reside on Kluskus Lake. The Indians which Constable 
Tucker describes as belonging to Ootesa Lake would belong 
to the Francois Lake tribe, also in the Stuart Lake Agency, 
as there are no Indian Reserves on Ootsa Lake. These Indians 
are 411 Roman Catholics. 

I am not aware whether the establishment of a resi~- 
dential school in thie section of the country has up to the 
present time received any consideration by you, but es the 
only school in the Stuart Lake Agency is located at Fort st. 
James it would appear that there is a necessity for educational 
facilities being provided for the Indians of the more westerly 
portion of the Agency where a large number of new rererves 
have been allotted by the Koyal Commission of Indian Affairs, 

I have already written to Constable Tucker explaining 
that owing to the heavy expenditure inourred by the Government 
on account of the war the Department has not been able during 


the past five years to carry out any extensive programme for 


school construction.

I have just returned from a trip to Ulgatcho and in 
connection therewith I beg to report as follows:- 

I endeavour to visit this place every June arriving 
there at same time as the priest (Catholic missionary from 
Williams Lake, who visit@lgatcho annually arriving there on 
or about June 10th). 

Every time I have been in the village the Indians have 
anxiouely asked "When wil] we have a school here?" and they 
want to know what has been done about it. 

This year I promised them I would write direct to the 
Government--hence this letter. 

They claim that there should be a sohool for the children 
of Ulgatcho, Kluskus Lake and Ootea Lake, and & few other small 
outlying families of Indians, that when trapping (these Indians 
make their living by trapping) in the winter, it is very hard 
on the children and mothers, too, to be continually travelling 
and camping out in the intense cold. 

They were told some yeare ago that an Agent would be 
stationed up there and that there would be a school for their 
children and medicine for them when they needed it. 

There are approximately (according to their count) 

76 children in the 3 places above mentioned, the nearest village 
(Ulgatcho) is 150 miles from Bella Coola and it is impossible 

to go in from here in the winter. Of course thdtrip could be 
made from here but it would mean quite an outlay for extra 

heavy clothing, snowshoes, etc. 

The Indians feel, however, that they should receive more 
attention and their children some training. 

Quite a number of the men are starting to buy cattle 
this year and they already own large numbers of horses. 

They say their children are like Coyotee and do not 
know any more, and the older people say they would like to see 
something done for their children before the (the 014 ones) 
die. I have mentioned this matter (verbally) to Indian Agent 
Fougner and the Indians have (at my suggestion) talked to him 
about it and probably Mr. Fougner has referred the matter to 
yourself before, but I promised the Indians this time that I 
would lay the matter before (as they--the Indiane--say) the 
real Tyee of the Department, asking that something be done for 
them in thie matter. 

They beg that you will interest geesesh? in this matter 
and they will be ever grateful to yous hey thank you in 
anticipatione

at Fraser Lake as soon as it ie open, which it is expected 
will be sometime next fall. These Indians make their liveli- 
hood entirely by trapping and take their children with them. 


It ia considered that the best means of providing 
these children with an education would be to have them placed 
in the new imiustrial school at Friuser Lake when it is ready 
for ogcupation. I shall, therefore, be pleased if you will 
keep this matter in mind when the school is ready to open and 
arrangements can be made through Mr. Agent Fougner, Bella 
Coola, to have the children taken to the school. The Indians 
at thie point are stated to be Roman Catholics, there being 
about twenty-five children of school age.

Coola Agency, which has recently been drawn to the attention of 
the Department by Mr. Harlan I. Smith of the Geological Survey, 
4 beg to say that a request for the establishment of a day 
school on this reserve has been before the Department for 
several years. Nn 


in November, last, “ur. inspeétor Ditchburn was ree 
quested to furnish a report regarding the matter. He states 
that, taking into consideration the isolated location of the 
territory which the Ulcatcho Indians occupy and their nomadic 
habits, he is convinced that the establishment of a day school 
is utterly impracticable. He suggests that the children of 
this band of school age be placed in the new iniustrial school, 
when it is completed, at :raser Lake. The reserve is over 125 
miles from Bella Coola by trail. A large portion of it has 
been recommended to be cut off by the Noyal Commission on 
account of being considerd to be of no practical use to the 
andians. These indians are all Noman Catholics and there are 
about 15 boys and 12 girls of school age. 


As the Indians are away for long periods hunting 
and obtaining other means of livelihood, taking their children 
with the.., it would be useless to establish a day school, and 
4 think the recommendation of Inspector Ditchburn that the 
children be placed in the school at traser Lake when it is 
open would be the best means of providing for their education, 
The new school which is in the course of erection at :raser 
Lake will provide accommodation for 200 children and the school 
authorities should be informed that they should make provision 
for taking in the children from the Vlcatcho xeserve, if you 
agree with this arrangement Ur. Smith, ur, Ditchourn, Mr. rougner 
and the school authorities should be informed accordingly.

While I was at Fella Coola last summer, Wr, 


Adolphe Christiansen, store-keerer, and one of the two 
leading men of Fella Coola, told me that the Indians of 
Uleatcho were in need of schooling, and that sometimes when 
he was there buying fure and the weather was bad he held a 
little school for their benefit. He told me that something 
should be done about getting schooling for these Indiane, 

T do not know exactly where these Ulcatcho Indians 
live, or how many are close enough together to be served by 
one school. There were a number of Indians generally known 
as Stick Indians, most of whom I believe were Carriers, who 
came to Bella Coola and stayed perhaps a month and a half, 
Some of them worked at haying while they were there for the 
white people, but I think most of them were concerned chiefly 
with getting their winter surplies, and incidentally perhepe 
making their visit long in order to escape the flies which are 


said to be very bad in their country in the middle of the summer 
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By flies they memto include mosquitoes, 

Charlie West, a very decent Indian who worked 
for me by the hour, and is known perhaps better under the 
names "“Fandsome Charlie" and "Pretty Charlie", told me 
several times that they wanted a school for their children, 
Fe asked me not to talk Chinook Jargon to him, as he did 
not understand much of it, and as he wanted to learn 
Fnglish. Fe told me several times he wanted me to teach 
him English. Fe said he came from Uleatcho, but exactly 
where he meant by that I do not know, as I think the Indiange 
who came to Pella Coola were from scattered Places in the 
vicinity of Anahim Peak, It was pitiful to me to see how 
keenly he wanted to have schooling for tig family, and TI was 
told he was a very steady worker. Fe certainly was a good 
worker for me, and he asked me to employ him if I ever came 
there azain, 

Capoose, who is supposed to be an Ulcatcho Indian, 
and certainly is a man of considerable Wealth, also told 
me that his people needed schooling. Fe talked of this con- 
stantly, asking my advise as to how he could get appointed 
&6 a school teacher. He said he understood the Indians and 
wae smart, and could teach them in a way eo that they roulda 


learn in a very short time. Fe ie a smart man, but I am not

Indians of the Interior who came to Pella Coola, He referred 
to these Uleatcho Indians as I understood him, Fe wanted 
me to do whatever fr could at ottawa for them.

You could get more exact information regarding 
the sivuation from these gentlemen or from Mr, Favgner, the 
Indian Agent at rella Coola.

It was not found possible to include an item 
in our current year's appropriation for the erection 
of a school at this point. I might add that the 
last request that we received from the school for 
these Indians was made in the year 192u. At that 
time it was considered that the Indians were so 
nomadic that it was inadvisable to attempt to conduct 
a school. 


I would appreciate receivine further information 
regarding this band stating the number of children of 
school age. Hive any of them recently attended the 
Le jac Residential school or any other esidential 

chool conducted under Noman Catholic auspices? 


Would it not be possible to secure the lumber, 
window sash etc. at some point closer to the site of 
the proposed school than Vancouver? On receipt of your 
reply the matter will receive further consideration and 
it may be possible to secure from some unallotted funds 
the amount necessary to erect the building this summer 
but no provision was made for the salary of a teacher. 
You might let me know what salary you consider should 
be paid at this point in the event of its being decided 
to open a school.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledzment your Air Mail 
letter of the 7th instant, in which you intimate that 
the services of Mr. C. F. MacKinnon will not be 
available this year for the operation of the above 
noted school. 


If Archbishop Duke is able to select a’ 
fully qualified teacher for this school, preferably 
a man capable of providing vocational instruction, 
the Department will be prepared to pay a salary at 
the rate of $190 per month. In addition to this salary, 
of course, the teacher will this year receive the cost- 
of-living bonus. I regret to state that it is not 
possible, under existing regulations, to pay the travelling 
expenses of a teacher to and from an Indian day school. 


I am sending forward herewith copy of a letter 
dated April 25, 1941, received by the Department from Mr. 
MacKinnon. The subject matter of this letter way explain 
why we have this year lost the services of a very capable 
teacher. The delay, it would appear, in forwardine the 
cheoue to which Mr. MacKinnon refers was due to his 
failure to send forward the return. This return, which 
came through the agency office, was not signed by the 
Agent until March 31. This is a matter in respect to 
which I have very deep convictions. I have simply no 
patience with rules or regulations that prevent the

In Departmental letter 162-17-1 of October 2, 
1940, approval was given for the operation of a seasonal 
school under the auspices of the Roman Catholic Church at 
Ulkatcho, Bella Coola Agency, for the period November 1, 
1940, to February 28, 1941, Further, the appointment of 
Mr. Colin Francis MacKinnon as teacher of this seasonal 
school was approved at a salary of $90.00 per teaching 
month, 


I am forwarding herewith a letter No. 7-11-1 
dated October 2, 1941, received from Mr. Indian Agent 
Christie with reference to the above seasonal school. 


Owing to the distance of Ulkatcho from Bella 
Coola or Williams Lake, the cost of living is considerable 
and I am inclined to agree with Mr. Christie that a salary 
of $100.00 per teaching month might well be allowed should 
it be decided to operate a seasonal school at that point 
for a period of four months from November 1, 1941. An allow- 
ance of $50.00 towards the travelling expenses of the teacher 
in getting to and from his school might well be considered by 
the Department. 


Inspector Barry informs me that the services of Mr. 
MacKinnon will not be available during the next academic year, 
Should the Department decide to continue the seasonal school 
at Ulkatcho, a procedure which I would strongly recommend in 
view of the success of the school last year, His Excellency 
Archbishop W.M.Duke will be asked to nominat a suitable teacher 
to carry on the work so ably commenced by Mr. MacKinnon, P 
should be glad to have the Department's decision in this mat- 
ter by air mail if possible,

Mr. MacKinnon 

Gould teach at Anaham Lake after the school c at Ulkatcho 
since the Anaham Lake Indians are better off and do not leave 


home during the summer months. A seperate report has gone in 


on this project.

His Uxcelleney archbishop Duke of Vancouver has 
suggested the apnointment of ur. Colin rrancis waciinon, 
4619 West 7th Avenue, Vancouver, 5.C., as & suitable teacher 
for the Ulkatcho Seasonal School from November 1, 1940; to 
vebruary 26, 1941. 


Captain Barry informs me that «r. MackKinon is 
twenty-five years of age, has passed his Senior satriculation 
Examination in sritish Columbia, having been educeted at 
vancouver College (Christian Brothers), and St. Mary's College, 
Brockville. He later spent two years with the Benedictine 
Fathers at Mount angel, Uregon, and Ladner, 5.C. it appears, 
in fact, that he completed his course in Philosophy during 
the present year but he has not maae up his mind so far to 
proceed with a course in wheology. 


while Mr. MacKkinon has not had the benefit of a 
Normal School training, he understands simple first-aid and 
can instruct in Manual séraining. 


inspector Barry suggests that as the teacher at 
the Ulkatcho Seasonal Day School will only be required for a 
period of four months during the present academic year, the 
fact that ur. MacKinon is not in possession of a teaching 
certificate might well be overlooked. He appears to the 
Inspector to be otherwise well qualified for the work to be

At Ulkatcho, which has little to recommend, its 
location with the exception of a picturesque site; the Indians 
of that neighbourhood had gathered and showed much int» re 
in the proposed school. In my opinion, a school is very 
badly required, as very few of these Indians can read or 
write, and there has been much confusion in the past in their 
dealings with one another and white traders. A teacher in 
this community, of the right calibre, would be of inestimable 
help in many ways as he might easily be a much needed link 
between the agent and the native population, when it is only 
possible to visit this district once or twice a yar, owing 


to the slow and expensive means of transportation.

"These forms have been sent to him direct at Anaham 
Lake P.0., a8 to send them through the Indian agent would 
involve an additional delay of two or three weeks. in any 
event, considerable delay will necessarily occur in the 
return of the forms from Ulkateho, as mail arrives at Anaham 
Lake only on every second Sunday and at that point is etill 
some sixty or seventy miles from Ulkateho by trail. This 
being the case, the forus will not arrive et anaham Lake until 
the middle of January and if they are taken over the trail 
promptly by some person it might be possible for Mr. Penland 
to send them out by the middle of February, but quite possibly 
not until the middle of March. 


"Under the circumstances, it would not appear 
reasonable to withhold the salary until the return of these 
forms as the term of the school might quite possibly be over 
by that time. [f have enquired of Mr. Penland's parents in 
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Vancouver and am informed by them that he has no 
dependents, other than assistance given out of his 
salary to them. I would suggest, therefore, that for 
the time being he be regarded as a single man without 
dependents and salary be paid accordingly month by 
month as requested by him, subject to later adjustment 
if necessary."

It will be observed from Mr. Christie's letters 
that, while the work was urgently necessary in order to 
complete the teacher's residence at the School, he had 
given no authority for the expenditure and apparently it 
was undertaken as a result of a misunderstanding, 


Of the above Vouchers, it appears that the 
8. Dowling account for $22.25 is for hauling desk material 
and could not be considered as unauthorized, as it was 
lumber, etc, shipped on order of this Office to the nearest 
point to the School.

Regarding the balance of $172.90, it would appear 
to me that the point is that this material and labour were 
so obviously necessary that their need should have been 
anticipated and authority secured for the expenditure, as 
it is difficult to see how the teacher could have been expect- 
ed to conduct a school in this wild and remote district with- 
out some semblance of living quarters, However, as the 
Department is aware, it involves a long and difficult trip with 
pack~-horses for the Agent to visit this point and, consequent- 
ly it is not easy for him to give these matters the close 
Supervision that is possible with more accessible areas in his 


Agency. 


If funds are available during the current fiscal 
year, I would recommend approval of the accounts, as this 
educational venture is already proving of considerable 
value, considering the comparatively small amount expended 
so far.

Your letter of the 16th instant with Mr. MacKinnon's 
letter to the Commissioner of January 3 enclosed is ack- 
nowledged,. 


The completion of the teacher's residence at Ulkatcho 
has given me some concern and it was my intention to ask 
for the necessary authorization to complete the building as 
Soon as possible since the Priest's house was not a suitable 
building and in poor condition. 


Accordingly I made arrangements with the Indians to 
haul in this lumber but told them they would have to wait 
until they heard further from the Department, with the 
exception of one team to convey lumber for seats and desks 
which had already been delivered at Anaham Lake by Stanley 
Dowling. 


After my return from Ulkatcho I phoned Englebretson 
to get his quotation on the lumber but was informed that 
they had no lumber on hand and would not be able to supply 
any until March. In these circumstances there did not 
seem much to be done about it. 


However, while I was at Vancouver three Indians with 
sleighs came down to Anaham Lake and succeeded in getting 
1,000 feet of lumber from Stanley Dowling, also a Stove 
with a drum oven which is also necessary for the teacher, 
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Dowling phoned ir. Levelton about supplying the 
Indians with food and some clothes which they required, in 
lieu of wages for hauling in these supplies. Mr. Levelton 
informed me that he did not give Dowling any such permission. 
Taking into consideration that these supplies to complete 
the teacher's residence were urgently required and also the 
fact that the Indians would have had over 120 miles round 
trip for nothing I am of the opinion that Dowling used good 
judgement.

It is very much regretted that this expenditure has 
incurred in this irregular manner. That it is necessary 
cannot be denied for if a school is going to be operated 
there the teacher must have a place to stay and very few 
teachers would have undertaken the position of teacher at 
Ulkatcho under the conditions which prevailed when school 
was opened. It was realized by the Agent that there was 
some risk recommending these committments by the Department 
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to the expense of a school at this point especially since 
this Band have been eonsidered for the last twenty years 

to be too nomadic for a school to be feasible and it might 
reasonably have been assumed that the only way out was for 
these children to attend a Residential School. That these 
children had never apparently had the opportunity of 
attending a Residential School is another matter for 
conjecture, but it is quite possible that the parents may 
have objected to the children leaving home. The present 
Seasonal School will accomplish much more for parents and 
children and the total cost has not yet reached $850.00 
spread over three years. Of this amount the Indians have 
received $424.40 in food and clothing for work and freight- 
ing. Considering that most of the material was transported 
from Vancouver by truck and sleigh over almost impossible 
roads and trails and that this includes school furnishings, 
the Department has received very good value for the money 
expended.

The figures above quoted were obtained from Treasury 
Office letter 477039, File 159-2-1 dated April 27th and from 4 
copy of Mrs. Waywell's 19435 Income Tax Return, and although 
those taken from the latter source may not be correet ( im par=- 
ticular the amount of $350.00 claimed as a contribution to the 
Retirement Fund ) they will, nevertheless, serve to indicate 
that the income tax levied on her for 1945 was far in excess of 
what she would be liable for if it was based on her 1943 earnings: 


For your information I would advise thet the amount 
of $1359.53 listed as " Donation to Charitable Organization" 
represents an amount of 10% retained from the teacher's salary 
by the Women's Missionary Society, this apparently being their 
practice with all teachers nominated under their auspices. 


Similar situations have arisen with respect to tem- 
porary employees who have been granted statutory imercases re- 
troactive to April lst, 1945 as they did not r ceive the amount 
due them until this current year. In some cases the retroactive 
inoreases amounted to a considerable sum, and in the case of a 
temporary employee receiving 4 much larger salary this year due 
to a promotion or otherwise, this amount added to his increased 
salary would place his 1944 income in a tax bracket which would 
almost entirely deprive him of the benefit of the inorease. 


It is fully understood that situations such as this 
may be unavoidable at times, but I would appreciate any suggestions 
you care to make with respect to any action which could be taken 
by the employees so affected. In Mrs. Waywell's case, dating of 
the cheque prior to December 31,1942, would have eliminated such 
@ situation, amd as she is anticipating some assistance from the 
Department in advancing whet, in my opinion, is 4 legitimate 
elaim for refund of an overpayment, I would appreeiate receiving 
an early reply to this letter.
